Turn On, Tune In, Drop Out “1

the first ad for “back to school” clothes and sup- 

plies. The Halloween store in Wilmington opened in 
September - or was it in August? By early November I 
was passing houses decorated for Christmas. And now 
Black Friday has been moved to Thursday, aka 
Thanksgiving Day. 

Late last summer (officially still summer on the calen- 
dar), I went to a local garden center for fertilizer need- 
ed for transplanting some perennials and for planting 
fall bulbs. When I entered the big room where all of the 
garden supplies are, the room was almost empty. Over 
to one side I could see piles of Christmas wreaths, orna- 
ments and general holiday paraphernalia - and two full- 
sized Christmas trees that were being decorated by a 
worker. When I said, “You have to be kidding,” she put 
a “what can you do” look on her face, shrugged and went 
back to placing gaudy ornaments on the trees. Great. 
Hey, if that’s what everyone wants, who am I to criticize? 
But you can count mé out. ‘I flatly refuse to pass the days 
- and in particular my holidays - full-throttle. I might 
even sit this one out. Or, at least find an inconspicuous 
way of participating a lot less in the Christmas gather- 
ings and gift-giving. 

Last year, on December 26th, I read a story in the news- 
paper about how busy Chinatown had been on Christmas 
day. When you think about it, what are all those non- 
Christians supposed to do with themselves on December 
25th? Buddhists, Hindus, Muslims, Jews, Mormons, 
Jehovahs, Hare Krishnas, agnostics, atheists and the 
cults and clans can all congregate in celebration of their 
common ground and comradery in a neighborhood that 
is open and welcoming. Sounds good to me. After show- 
ing up for the obligatory niceties (Christmas Eve festiv- 
ities and Christmas morning breakfast/brunch), I’ll 
catch the train, walk over to Chinatown and mosey 
around. Me, I belong to the church of what’s happening 
now, so I should fit right in. And why not - from what 
I’ve heard, many of us are so bored with Christmas by 
late afternoon that we run off to see a movie. 

But I don’t want to abandon the holiday completely. 
I’m intent on holding onto the traditions of Christmas 
past; looking back they seemed so much more meaning- 
ful than today’s over-indulgent race to the finish line. 

My Christmas tree is real but not a fur tree. I chopped 
it down in the swamp, let it dry out, then painted it white. 
About six feet tall, narrow, with the branches pointed 
more upward than outward, it’s quite unusual and even a 
little bewitching. A few simple clear-glass ornaments, 
shaped like teardrops, icicles, bells and bulbs hang down 
on almost invisible thread, alongside tiny white lights 
strung on white wires. This past week I went out search- 
ing for winterberry, as I do every year. For some reason 
mother nature produced a ton of winterberry this sea- 
son. In the woods and along the roadside, the bright red 
berries can easily be spotted. And you don’t have to look 
far for pine and other greens for decorating. 

Shopping only in small downtowns and Mom and Pop 
stores is part of how I continue to try to re-create the 
Currier & Ives kind of Christmas of long ago that I miss. 
As charming as these New England villages and town 
centers are, there’s a certain magic to the city at 
Christmas that I love the most. Boston’s Charles Street, 
at the foot of Beacon Hill, seems enchanted at 
Christmas. It would be easy to believe you’ve stepped 
back in time as you stroll the streets of this historic and 
distinctive neighborhood. Its beauty and class are mag- 
nified during the holiday season, with gas lights trimmed 
in garland, window boxes packed with boxwood, pine and 
holly, and gorgeous wreaths hanging on imposing front 
doors with brass door handles and foot-scrapers. The 
closer it gets to Christmas, carolers can be seen dressed 
in period clothes, singing on the sidewalks in the 
evening. Without a doubt, in no time, the spirit of 
Christmas will catch you by surprise as you meander 
along Charles Street, away from the madness of the 
malls and marketing gimmicks. All of the small shops 
and boutiques are unique and interesting - a chance to 
escape from the plain to the polished. Here are a hand- 
ful of my favorite stores, but just about every store on 
Charles Street is worth visiting. You really should spend 
an afternoon relaxing over lunch first, then daydreaming 
as you window shop and enjoy this picturesque “colonial” 
community. 

Two terrific small markets anchor either end of 
Charles Street. Savenor’s (since 1939), an upscale gour- 
met specialty store with a “carved to order” butcher 
shop (along with some uncommon and even exotic pack-

Tewksbury holds off tough Wildcat team

In the 80-year history of 
this rivalry, last Thursday’s 
game won’t rank up there as 
one of the better games, nor 
one of the more exciting 
games because it wasn’t. 
But it was a significant 
game for both Tewksbury 
and Wilmington. 

For Tewksbury, the 
Redmen (12-0) came away 
with a 21-7 victory and the 
win keeps the team unde- 
feated, set a school record 
for wins in a season, all the 
while the team remained 
healthy heading into this 
Saturday’s Division 3 Super 
Bowl game. 

And for Wilmington (3-8), 
they rebounded after three 
subpar weeks and played 
very well throughout the 
entire game, _ especially 
defensively holding the high 
powered offensive attack of 
Tewksbury to just 21 points 
as opposed to the 35 the 
team was averaging. 


On an extremely cold 


Turkey Day morning before 
an estimated 3,000 fans, 
Tewksbury took a 14-0 lead 
into the halftime break 
before both teams added 
second half touchdowns, 
including Wilmington’s lone 
coming with 1:53 to go, and 
the Redmen’s defense hung 
on‘from there for the win, its 
fourth straight on this day, 
while setting a program 
record with 12 wins in one 
season. 


“This is the first time ever» 
that we have had a team win 


12 games in a season,” said 
Tewksbury head coach 
Brian Aylward. “This is 
something that team has 
earned and no one will be 
able to take that away from 
them. We knew we would be 
in a fight today. There’s a lot 
of pride over there in 
Wilmington and in this 
game. They surely gave us 
everything they had.” 
Tewksbury finished the 
game with exactly 300 yards 
of offense including 223 on 
the ground led by junior

James Sullivan, who had 
another monster game fin- 
ishing with 129 yards and a 
touchdown. 

Wilmington ended up with 
207 total yards including 153 
on the ground led by junior 
quarterback James 
O’Regan, who despite strug- 
gled throwing the ball, also 
had another tremendous all- 
around game finishing with 
65 rushing yards and picked 
off an interception on the 
defensive end. 

“We did a lot of good things 
today,” said Wilmington 
head coach Mike Barry. 
“The kids fought all the way 
to the end and I’m very 
proud of them. That’s a very 
good team over there and we 
played then to a 14-0 first 
half, a scoreless third quar- 
ter and then a 7-7 fourth 
quarter. My guys played 
very hard.” 

Tewksbury took the open- 
ing kick-off and drove right 
down the field for a score. 
Starting from its own 36, it 
took eight plays before quar- 
terback Johnny Aylward 
lofted a quick over the top 
short pass to Kevin Dick, 
who got past the Wildcat 
defense and went in for a 34- 
yard TD reception, his 11th 
score of the season.

“Our group 
is focused on current stu- 
dents and alumni and we 
wanted to bridge that gap 
and have some fun.” 

For Burns, seeing the dif- 
ferent generations reunite to 
celebrate the game is a cul- 
mination of years’ worth of 
work and desire. Having 
worked valiantly to bring the 
game of field hockey to so 
many in Wilmington, to see 
the passion and joy of the 
game still present, even 
years after players had 
graduated high school, it 
was all the reward that she 
could have ever asked for. 


“This is the first year get- 
ting the alum back,” Burns 
said. “Everyone has had 
such a great time, I think the 
event is just going to grow 
and grow.” 

Burns is hopeful that word 
of mouth will spread to even 
older generations, and that 
later alumni games can fea- 
ture field hockey players 
from far flung decades such 
as the 70’s and 80’s. .

“I had played sports like 
soccer and _ softball,” 
Derrickson said. “But I 
have never been as pas- 
sionate as I was for field 
hockey, right away.” 

It was even something of 
a struggle to get field 
hockey accepted in her 
own house. Derrickson 
laughed as she recalled 
having to hide her field 
hockey sticks from her 
father, who was concerned 
that she was already 
spreading herself too thin 
with athletics. 

But by the time 
Derrickson was ready for 
high school, everyens was 
on board. 

Central Catholic Field 
Hockey Coach Josselyn 
Mroz Wilson _ recalled 
Derrickson’s father 
marching into her office: 
“Her Dad came in and 
said, ‘She wants to play for 
you and she will work her 
butt off until she gets onto 
that field’” 

Now a senior, Derrickson 
is one of the foundational 
members of the Central 
Catholic Field Hockey pro- 
gram. The team was 
formed only five years 
ago, and Derrickson has 
been a major part of the 
team surging into the com- 
petitive arena. 

Derrickson recalled fac- 
ing perennial state con- 
tender Andover in her 
freshman year, and having 
to watch the team suffer 
through a 10-0 defeat. This 
year, she and her team- 
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mates paid back that loss, 
battling to a 1-0 victory. 
Making the leap from local 
play to high school compe- 
tition was not an easy one. 

“Going from the town and 
club teams, just setting 
foot onto that field during 
tryouts was like stepping 
into a whole new world,” 
Derrickson said. 

Reaching her current 
ability level required a 
great deal of not only phys- 
ical strength, but a quick- 
ness and toughness of 
mind. At center defense, 
Derrickson must maintain 
constant awareness of the 
play and players around 
her, so that she knows best 
when to strike and when to 
hang back. 

“The mental game is 
really the most difficult 
part,” Derrickson said.

If you see someone 
taking the lead, you have 
to be able to fall back, and 
vice versa, so that you and 
your partner are cycling to 
cover for each other.” 

While Derrickson has 
spent four years building 
trust and chemistry with 
her Central Catholic 
friends and peers, 
Sunday’s game found her 
working with relative 
strangers with whom she 
had much less prior inter- 
action and time with. But 
the hard work and skills 
which had brought her to 
that field were still on dis- 
play. 

“All I wanted was to be 
able to go out there and 
play my heart out and give 
a great showing to whoev- 
er might be watching,” 
Derrickson said. “ ,

The Tewksbury Memorial 
High School JV Boys soccer 
team finished their season 
with a final record of 6-9-3.

Every season is a new 
experience, with fresh waves 
of; freshman coming in to 
upend the status quo, each 
girl fighting tooth and nail to 
gain>a foothold in the pro- 
gram.

sant drilling to make sure ~ 


thatthe basics of the game 
are: well in place. Russell 
often turns to the upper- 
classmen to help the fresh 
faces: understand the basics 
of field hockey play. 

‘The upperclassman really 
loyecto come and help,” 
Russell said. “They like to 
feel that they are teaching 
the.underclassman.” 

No matter how much assis- 
tance and __ instruction 
Russell and the older play- 
ers:may provide, the drive to 
improve and become great 
atthe game has to be driven 
by the players themselves. 
The team could not perform 
abits;peak unless the players 
learned to function as a 
strong, single unit. 

“They started the season 
outsas individuals, but by the 
end.they were really work- 
ing: together as a team,” 
Russell said. 

Initially, Russell had to 
contend with a great deal of 
confusion from the new 
players. There were fresh- 
man who did not understand 
how >to hold a field hockey 
stick! properly, and even 
players with some under- 
standing of the physicality 
of:field hockey were still baf- 
fled. by the various rules and 
regulations. 


“As a coach, you can forget 
that these things aren’t com- 
mon knowledge for every- 
body,” Russell explained. “A 
bunch of these girls came to 
us from their lacrosse 
teams, and they brought 
those skills and rules with 
them. But that’s field hock- 
ey: one of the trickiest 
things is just getting it 
down.” 

A number of players 
proved invaluable in the 
larger effort. 

Of June Garcia, Russell 
said, “She controls the whole 
game. She’s very easy to 
coach and quick to help 
other people. She just knows 
how to run a field.” 

Russell also singled out 
Emily Donahue for praise. 

“She is a phenomena! little 
player,” Russell said. “I 
don’t know where she got 
those stick-handling skills, 
but I certainly didn’t teach 
them!” 

Out of the freshmen, 
Russell pointed to Jess 
Liggiero as showcasing an 
inquisitive mind and an 
early grasp of the game. 

‘As the season went along, 
Russell found that the entire 
team was very responsive 
‘and willing to work to better 
learn the game. More impor- 
tantly, the team seemed to 
immediately grasp the 
importance of supporting 
each other at every step of 
the way, for the benefit of 
all. 

“We were really lucky to 
not have anyone who was 
really super into, ‘I have to 
be the one to score,” Russell 
said. “These girls under- 
stood that their stats weren’t 
all that mattered.”

The Tewksbury Memorial 
High School JV Boys soccer 
team finished their season 
with a final record of 6-9-3. It 
was coach Alex Honros’s 
second year with the team, 
during which he found him- 
self more fully settling into 
his role as the leader of the 
team. 

For Hondros the success of 
the season did not rest on 
the boys scoring the most 
goals or winning the most 
games.

“The most important skill 
for a kid to have at this stage 
in their career is to be able 
to take constructive criti- 
cism,” Hondros said. 

In a game as intensive as 
soccer, being mentally tough 
is every bit as important as 
being physically capable, a 
lesson that Hondros repeat- 
edly stressed to his young 
team. 

“The key is that a player 
might make a mistake, phys- 
ically, and that’s tough but 
you can recover from it,” 
Hondros said. “But mentally, 
it’s just about being 
focused.” 

Some players grasped this 
more quickly than others. 

“For the ones who took the 


and 


_ game seriously, you. could 


tell from early on,” Hondros 
said. 

In particular, Connor Dane 
struck Hondros as_ being 
highly capable both as a 
physical force on the field, 
and as someone who could 
automatically assume a 
place of leadership among 
his teammates. 

“Connor stood _ out,” 
Hondros said. “He was the 
most mature of all the kids, 
and he went out there and 
performed every game. He 
could automatically under- 
stand the leadership role.” 

For Hondros, one of the 
most impressive moments 
for the team was their ulti- 
mately unsuccessful game 
against North Andover. 
While the older, stronger 
North Andover would end up 
winning the game, Honeros 
felt a great sense of pride in 
watching his team battle 
against the tremendous odds 
and hold their own for much 
of the running time. 

“They came out and they 
played hard,” Hondros said. 

Despite a losing record, 
Hondros is deeply proud of 
what the team accom- 
plished, and optimistic for 
whatever comes next.

ample opportunity for \the 
players with interest to prac-;. 
tice the game before step- 
ping out onto the court. Still, 
McKenna continues to find, 
that it takes some time: 
before each member of the, 
team has a total grasp of ie. 
game. . 

“The trickiest thing. ‘to. 
teach is all the minute, 
things that go into the play: 
ing of the game,” McKenna 
said. “Lots of girls don’t, 
have a great grasp of what. 
they are getting into, 
There’s a whole approach to 
the jumping and swinging. 
that they need to learn. 
through practice.” 

The approach is one that i is. 
indoctrinated into the girls- j 
at every step of the pro-_ 
gram. It is introduced on the, 
freshmen level, honed at the 
JV, and finally executed at 
its apex during the ashi 
season. 

To support this style, the. 
coaches at each level of the, 
program sit in on one 
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other’s practice and step 
in to teach certain skills to 
each group of girls, ensur- 
ing- that every step of the 
way is meticulously plotted 
and the team members are 
always on the same page. 

“Everyone has an oppor- 
tunity to look at the players 
aé*: different levels,” 
explained McKenna. “It 
means that we can see the 
future of the program and 
start preparing for what 

may. be coming up. It’s 
really advantageous for all 
of- us.” 

While there are downsides 
tor this approach, when it 
clicks, and the players fully 
internalize the style of play 
and implement it correctly, 
the*results can be devastat- 
ing-for any who might think 
to -‘stand against the 
Rédmen. 

McKenna recalls a specif- 
ic’run in the freshmen sea- 
ie ‘when the team went 


three weeks without losing 


a single game. The 
Freshmen blazed past 
opposition such as 


Billerica, North Andover, 
Haverhill, Lowell and 
Bedford. It was a great 
reward for McKenna to see 
the diligence and effort of 
the team. And, after the 
disastrous varsity season, 
it bodes well for the future 
of the volleyball team at 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School. 

“The most important 
things to take away from 
the season are a couple of 
old things: Hard work and 
dedication, all of that pays 
off,” McKenna said. “These 
girls came in early and 
they worked hard. I hope as 
they go forward that they 
never stop working and 
remember to stay hungry.

WINCHESTER - Comparisons to the 1988 Jamaican bobsled 
team are inevitable, but Julia Marino isn't going to Russia next 
year with the intention of just participating in the Olympics. 
She hopes to win a medal. 

Rg As an entrant in the slope 
Fel style skiing competition, which 
was added to the Olympics for 
this year, Marino will be the first 
athlete to represent Paraguay in 
the Winter Olympics _ next 
February in Sochi. She is eligible 
to compete for the South 
American country because she 
was born there before being 
adopted by a Winchester couple 
when she was less than a year 
old. 
"I'm proud to represent 
. Paraguay," said Marino. "I'm 
going to Russia with the hopes of 
being competitive, and if I could 
end up on the medal stand, it 
would be a tremendous honor." 

Make no mistake, Marino's participation in the Winter 
Olympics is a big deal in Paraguay, which she visited for the 
first time a couple of weeks ago. Her tour included press con- 
ferences and a television interview on Paraguay's version of 
"Good Morning America." As the only representative of her 
country, naturally she will be the flag bearer during the open- 
ing ceremonies. 

"A lot of athletes are at the Olympics just when they're com- 
peting, but I want to be there for the entire two weeks," she 
said. "I'm looking forward to the opening ceremonies." 

Slightly smaller in size than California, Paraguay is a coun-

Argentina, roughly in the center of South America. The coun- 
try has a rich soccer tradition that includes winning a silver 
medal at the 2004 Summer Olympics and eight appearances in 
the World Cup, and other sports like Rugby, volleyball, basket- 
ball and tennis are popular. 

But with a highest elevation point less than 900 meters and 
a subtropical climate in Asuncion, Paraguay's capital city, 
where temperatures average around 90 degrees in the summer, 
the country is not particularly known for its ski resorts. When 
Marino first arrived this month, just before the start of summer 
in the southern hemisphere, the temperature was in excess of 
100 degrees.

PULLING THE PLUG 
(READING) 

“Town Meeting Members ... 
approved an Article on the 
Warrant banning electronic 
billboards in town,” notes the 
Reading edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“Article 12 was the final 
item discussed on the first 
night of Subsequent Town 
Meeting at Reading Memorial 
High School Fine Arts Center. 
The article passed 84-36, suc- 
cessfully achieving the two- 
thirds threshold needed for 
passage. 

“Last January, an article 
dealing with electronic bill- 
boards in Reading was tabled 
at during a Special Town 
Meeting session. 

“That vote came following 
two public meetings on the 
topic, which sparked debate 
among residents on the need 
for new revenue in town, and 
ways to generate those funds. 

“The Reading Community 
Planning and Development 
Commission had previously 
voted unanimously against a 
zoning change that would 
have allowed an electronic 
billboard to be put in place at 
a gas station at the 
Reading/Woburn line. 

“Article 10 at the Special 
Town Meeting last January 
consisted of a zoning amend- 
ment to allow an electronic 
billboard to be placed at the 
Mobil gas station on West 
Street at the Reading/Woburn 
line. Town officials estimated 
such a move would generate 


an additional $50,000 a year in 
revenue for Reading. 

“There was strong opposi- 
tion expressed from a group of 
residents opposed to the bill- 
board... 

“The proposed billboard, 
which would have been locat- 
ed off West Street at a Mobil 
station in Reading overlooking 
Route 93 and neighboring 
Woburn, would have been 
owned by Clear Channel, but 


the town would have received 


a so-called ‘host payment’ of 
$50,000 a year for it.”
